; Davis and Ostling Meet 
With Local Citizens

Education costs and the 
controversial Single Busi- 
ness Tax occupied most of 
the time of 37th District 
State Senator Bob Davis and 
103rd Representative Ralph 
Ostling during iheir first 
Grayling “town hall meeting” 
on Monday. 

During the meeting Sena- 
tor Davis outlined a_ bill 
which he will introduce next 
week that will give tax relief 
to at least three quarters of 
the small businessmen. Ost- 
ling briefly discussed the 
PBB issue and then both 
men fielded education cost 
questions from the audience 
for the rest of the meeting. 

Both men stressed that 
the only way they could see 
any change coming in the 
present system of schoo! 
taxation was for a heavy 
petition drive from the peo- 
ple urging that tne financing 
issue be changed by a vote 
of the people. 

Davis defended his record 
during ihe meeting and 
stressed several times that 
he had been working for 
education bvenefiis for this 
area for many years. He 
made several references to 
an oarlicie ti

dent Fraser Dean blamed the 
state for present school 
finance problems. In that in- 
terview, Dean charged that 
Ostling could do fittle and 
said that “Davis just parrots 
everything Governor William 
Milliken says.” 

Davis said following the 
meeting that narticular re. 
mark was, “...asinine and 
ludicrous”. 

Both men were very sym- 
pathetic to the local problem 
and pointed out that this isa 
similar situation in many 
other northern school dis- 
tricts. Ostling admitted that 
the property tax was killing 
taxpayers since '... property 
values are escalating at a 
fantastic rate.” 

Ostling said local schools 
obviously were not doing 
weil by present state aid 
plans but admitted “... it is 
very difficult for someone 
from a simall area io be 
effective. since we're out- 
numbered and outgunned.” 


: Ostling stressed that local 


income tax was not a solu- 
tion even though it had been 
suggested by some. “income 
tax is the big key but local 
income tax would defeat the 
purpose.” He stressed that 
in an area jike Crawford 
County, where income was 
low, income taxes just would 
wot work. He said that only 
state-wide income tax would 
be the answer. 

Both men made it clear 
that there is no possible 
chance of any change com- 
ing from within the state to 
change the present system 
drastically. A two thirds vote 
within the fagistature is 
needed for a constitutional 
change and, said Davis, “I 
just can’t see it happening 
while | am in the jiegisia- 
ture.”

The Lord Jesus Christ ad- 
dresses the Church of Perga- 
mos as “He which hath the sharp 
sword with two edges.” This 
implies that divine judgment 
may be necessary and God is 
capable of bringing it. The word 
“Pergamos" means marriage. 
The Church of Pergamos had 
united with worldly heresy. 
This Church pictures Church 
history from around 312 A.D. 
when Constantine made Chris- 
tianity a state religion, until 


remained true to the fain and 
labored hard even in the city 
where “Satan's See” was. 
Within the city was ‘ne great 
altar of Zeus, and the serpent 
god Esculapius was worshiped 
there. 

After commending the church 


- for her strong points, Christ 


rebukes the Church for her sin 
of compromise.

and federally owned proper- 
ties within the county. 

Davis - wha  nriginally 
sponsored the first “swamp 
tax bill” to get more money 
from state land, was asked if 
he thought state land taxes 
were fair. He said "I! certainly 
think that state owned land 
should be taxed at normal 
values.”’ He said both he and 
Mr. Ostiing were introducing 
another bill which would 
seek more money from state 
land. He said that in the past 
the tax was only 20 cents per 
acre and now is over 55 cents 
an acre. 

Davis also explained (hat 
once the Michigan Lottery 
money is used for education 
as it was originally intended, 
there will be no change on 
the local level. He said that 
the lottery money will go to 
education, but then the 
money now being used from 
the general fund for educa- 
tion would be used for other 
purposes, “Not adamn thing 
is going to happen except by 
constitutional amendment,” 
he said again. 

Davis also discussed a bill 
to be introduced next week 
which “... will help cure the 
problems of 75-85% of the 
business community in Mi- 
chigan. 

He said the new bill would 
simply set a basic exemption 
for businesses of $15,000. 
He said this would be the net 
profit for the business, “... 
the bottom line on your 
income tax form...", and he 
said any business making 
less than that amount would 
pay no Single Business Tax. 
A business making from 
$15,000 to $40,000 would 


pay the SBT of a flat 


ay the § x 
These businesses would 
subtract the $15,000 exemp- 
tion and pay taxes only on 
the balance. He said there 
would be a sliding scale for 
business with a net profit of 
$40,000 to $50,000 and busi- 
nesses with over $50,000 in 
net profits would pay the 
SBT. 

Davis said that this total 
change in the concept of the 
S8T would solve many of the 
problems of small business- 
men. He said however, that 
this change was going to 
cost the state $70 million in 
revenue which has to be 
made up. 

‘He said.the answer to this 


- dilemma would be a weight- 


ed profit tax which would be 


‘applied against businesses 


which had very profitable 
years and would force them 
to pay more in taxes. 

Davis also said that the 
new bill, if passed, would be 
retroactive unti! January 1st 
ot this year. Both men

About 300 of so community news- 
paper people turned out at the govern- 
ment affairs conference this year; where 
a provincial midwesierner like the 
Almanack draws much value by being 
exposed to others in similar circum- 
stances from around the country, 
listening to their ideas, trading notes 
and notions, seeing if their solutions to 
old probleme will fit hare Same dn, 


most don’t. 

This year President Carter declined to 
meet with the community press. 
Apparently we weren't common enough 
for his purposes — or perhaps we were 
too common. 

But he sent two cabinet members — 
sh Califans tram HEW and Rohert 
Bergland from agriculture -- and two 
top aides — budget director Bert Lance 
and press secretary, Jody Powell. 

From then, and from both Republi- 
cans and Democrats in the congression- 
al branch of government, it appeared 
two big issues occupied Washington. 

One is reorganization of the govern- 
ment, as President Carter has promised. 

The other, and of even greater 
concern, is energy, and what the 
government is going to do about it. 

The Carter administration is going to 
reorganize the administrative part of 
government, but just how is not quite 
sO apparent. Why Washington is con- 
cerned is obvious; government and its 
related aspects are the only game in 
town. Lance promised, however, that 
“we have a commitment that no 
employe will lose his job, because 
that's not what reorganization is about.” 
Instead, attrition will foster the work 
force reduction, Lance indicated. And 
he's in charge of executing reorganiza- 
tion. 

As for energy, everything pointed 
loward the Carter program, promised 
for unveiling April 20. Carter spokesman 
Powell promised people will be hurt — 
“as with most solutions to difficult 
problems, it’s going to be a bitter pill to 
swaliow.” Early indications are that 
Powell is perhaps a bit modest in 
describing the pill as merely bitter. 

Other concerns abound in Washing- 
ton, but those two — reorganization

number 4270, was one which 
wouid chanye the exemption 
rate for local city income tax 
from the present $600 to 
$1,500. 

Council passed a resolu- 
tion “... to indicate to the 
state they they should leave 
the city income taxes alone 
until they hava consulted 
with the cities involved.” 

Morford explained that the 
change in exemptions would 
end up costing the city about 
a third of their income tax 
based funds and could run 
into an estimated $40,C00 
joss in city revenue. 

The thorny issue of city 
layoffs and how residency 
status could affect any pos- 
sible layoffs was briefly dis- 
cussed by council, but no 
firm decisions were made 
Monday night. 

Morford indicated to coun- 
cil that he would like some 
guidelines on how to pro- 
cede if such an eventuality 
should arise. He said he 
wished to know if !ayoffs 
would be on the basis of 
seniority or residency, with 
non-resident city employees 
being layed off first. 

Council debated the issue 
and then tabled it and asked 
if there were any immediate 
problems. Morford said there 
were none and then added it 
was a future possibllity 
which could arise after the 
budget hearings were over. 
He was asked tc present it 
again at that time if it 
became a problem. “tl just 
want to know what the policy 
is to be,” he said. 

Council began its pre- 
budget discussions Monday 
night but the budget hear- 
ings are not expected to 
come uit! the ang of May, 
according to Morford. 

Morford afso told council 
that questions brought up by 
different individuals at re- 
cent public meetings on the 
sewer projects would pe 
coming in this week. He 
added that he would be 
meeting with city and town- 
ship engineers to discuss 
the next steps in applving for 
grants for city sewer repairs 
and renovations.

CURRICULUM COMMITTEE REPORT 

The Curriculum Committee has made an assessment of the 
Courses of study available to the students of the Crawford AuSable 
Schools. A good in-depth study would require far more time for 
research than eight committee members, five of whom work either 
full or part time. nave been able to give. However, we have heen 
able to reach some conclusions, based un evening maetings with 
administrators and teachers, and on our observations and 
discussions with personnel at each of the individual schools, some 
areas were never touched, such as high schoo! physical education, 
because of lack of time and not enough members to cover all 
suhiects, More time was spent in areas such as Frglish and 
discipline where citizens seemed to be most concerned. The 
following are our recommendations: 

As a highest priority more monies shouid be allocated for text 
books, classroom teaching supplies, libraries and dictionaries. 
Textbooks and teaching suppties for present classes should be 
* upgraded before any new classes are added. 

Departmental communication between schools is recommend- 
ed. 

A formal physical education program is needed in elementary 
and middte schools. 

Art classes in the high school. certainly an important part of 
the total educative process, should be reevaluated to assure their 
being more than an ‘easy credit’ course. 

The vocational facilities, particularly in the high school, are 
excellent and the courses adequate. but their use is being limited 
by lack of supplies. Lack of supplies in the middle school shop and 
nome economic classes seems to be particularly severe. 

We Strongly support the eleventh grade proficiency tests which 
we understand are being considered by the administration. 

Questionaires siivuid be sent to al! students as a follow-up 
after graduation, not to just those continuing their education. 

We support the high school system of elective courses for the 
student rather than a regimented course of study. However. we feel 
more effort should be made. especially in English classes. to 
funnel the student into the courses best suited to his ability. if 
necessary by reducing the number of lower-achievement cuurses, 
thereny making it mandatory to place more students in higher- 
acinevernent Courses. 

We cannot support the suggestion that it is inefficient to 
conduct classes with fess than fitteen students. This penalizes the 
better, cotege-bound student since it would eliminate many of the 
advancad classes, such as advanced chemistry, advanced math. 
physiology and zoology. We need our doctors, engineers, nurses. 
teachers, etc. On the other end of the scale $96,000 per year is 
supplied by the state and federal governments to aid the learning 
disabled, while no special expenditures are earmarked for the 
advanced student. Doing away with smal! classes for those 
students would be denying a vety productive segment of our 
society, in large part the segment that will eventually, through their 
abilities. supply the future money to educate the learning disabled 

Special education and Goal programs are very beneficial to 
both the school system and individual students and should be 
Supported, primarily because of their educative value. but also 
because they save local dollars since the programs are primarily 
funded by state and federal monies. No teacner salaries in this area 
are paid out of local furids. 

Class sizes should not be enlarged. Nat only does the teacher 
then have less time for individual help, but discipline problems 
automatically increase. creating even a further draln on the 
teachers time. 

There shauid be an active curriculum council composed of 
2 mg, teacners, and aqministratars operating iointty in ati four 
schools. We strongiy recommend that their first area of concern be 
an evaluation of the reading program in grades one through twelve. 

Summary. Though the areas we have mentioned show we feel 
tere are improvements that can be made, we feel the school is 
doing an adequate job, especially considering the resources 
avanaoie to i. Our stugents who have taken the ACT. SAT, and IQ 
tests in the high school score slightly above average in all areas 
except reading. The school is well aware of the problem in reading 
~* and 1g attempting to raise the level of the students’ reading ability 

While disciptine is an admitted problem in the middle school, partly 
due to the age of the students at that level, the elementary and high 
schoo! seem to nave adequate physical discipline, comparable to 
most schools in our area and certainly far better than the city 
schools we hear about. Mental discipline is another matter. The 
committee members feei the students could be achieving more 
academically, but at this point in our study we do not feel we can 
i+ Say any One person of group Of persons is at fauit. Rather we feel 
there 18 a great need for more respect and cooperation beiween 
parents, teachers and administrators. Each child's education 
should be a partnership - a paitnership between his parents and his 
school, and one of the best ways to achieve that partnership is 
through a better understanding of each others’ problems.

Fullowing is some generai 
information which should be of 
importance to local taxpayers. 

in 1975, in a letter to parents 
from the school superintendent, 
a series of questions and 
answers were presented in an 
effort to get the parents out to 
vote and to vote favorably on a 
2.65 mill property tax increase. 

Question #4 in this letter 
asked “Why is the school 
asking for additional miilage?” 
The answer is as follows: 

“Additional money is needed 
to meet the impact of inflation, 
pay for four new school buses 
and hire teachers to reduce 
seriously over crowded ele- 
mentary classes, text books, 
library books, instructional ma- 


Which fave ean neglect- 


ed because of the impact of 
inflation and the shortage of 
funds.” 

The 2.65 miiis generated 
about $175,178 in the year 
ending June 30, 1976. Of this 


sum $10,733 was spent on the 
new buses, which tepresents 
only the monthly payments. 
This in itseif is contrary to ihe 
superintendent's statement that 
part of the revenue from the 
millage increase would be to 
pay for buses, not to make 
payments. As things are. four 
buses were purchased on time 
with payments of $1098.30 per 
month including principal and 
simple interest of 5% thru 
January 15, 1980. This method 
will cost the taxpayers about 
$10,000 interest. The buses 
could have been bought out- 
tight for about $43,000. 

During the 1975 and 1976 
periods, 24 teachers ieft the 
Grawford-AuSable system for 
various reasons. During this 
same period, 23 teachers were 
hired. This indicates a net 
reduction of one, so we assume 
none of the newly produced 
was used to help 
“eliminate over-crowding in ele- 
mentary ciasses.”

tlon. The answer given about 
the use of these funds was as 
follows: “It can only be used for 
buildings, buying equipment for 
the high school, developing the 
high school site, transfered to 
another building fund, or used 
to pay debt retirement on exist- 
ing buildings.” With a very 
positive statement such as this 
we continue to question the use 
of $75,000 of these funds to 
improve a football fieid which is 
something less than a high 
school site. 

Al the schooi board meeting 
Aprii 4, i977 tie superintendent 
stated that he could not find or 
detine any non-essentiai pro- 
grams in the school system. 
The value of maintaining such 
programs such as outdoor 
living, ce crafts, and 
bachelor living versus the value 
of some of the “extra curicular 
activities such as band and 
sports” which become vulner- 
able in the face of a possible 
reduced budget should be con- 
sidered. This type of thinking 
has been put forth to the 
administration in several of our 
ence singe oitizans com 
mittee activities began. 

in defining essential pro- 
grams, some of sur schost 
board members and administra- 
tors seem to have a hard time 
relating the importance ot var- 
ious “programs” to the funds 
available. 

We should look at the current 
tax situation as a Crawford 
County problem and stop trying 
to compare ourselves to some 
more “liquid” and “well healed” 
counties. We have elected a 
school board locally to develope 
a system which hopefully, can 
operate within the limits of our 
economy. 

The process of the taxpayers 
electing a school board to work 
for the taxpayers and a school 
board hiring administrators to 
function under the direction of 
the board should be keot in 
perspective by ail parties con- 
cerned.
